Moon Explorers Race 
Into Atmosphere

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP)— Apollo 15's three moon 
explorers hurtled back to earth 
today and an end to a 12-day 
voyage of discovery that could 
give scientists their best clues 
yet about the origin of the solar 
system. 


They brought back a rock 


collection that may include a 
piece of the original lunar crust,

To Offset Pay Hike 


Pacific Telephone Company 


has announced an application to 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission to increase rates 
$84.8 million a year. 


The increase is needed, the 


company declares, to "offset a 
portion of the largest wage in- 
crease in its history." 


Under the application, the 


basic schedule for exchange 
rates for residence customers 
would increase 15 cents mon- 
thly. For business customers the 
basic schedule would go up 30 
cents a month. 


The company's application 


noted that rate increases just 
granted Pacific Telephone in 
June 1971 were based on wage 
levels for Pacific Telephone 
employees as they existed in 
1970 and did not take into ac- 
count the 1971 wage settlements 


Wage and fringe increases 


recently agreed to with the 
several unions representing 
nearly 65,000 Pacific Telephone 
Employees total some Ifi per 
cent in the first year of new 
three-year contracts and some 
31 per cent over the three-year 
life of the agn ements. PT&T's 
application seel s to increase the 
company's gross intrastate 
revenues by some five per cent 
annually.

match the pinpoint landing that 
Scott and Irwin achieved July 30 
when they steered their lunar 
craft Falcon into Hadley Base at 
the Apennine Mountain front. 


News Around The World In Brief 


VIETNAMESE ADVANCE 


SAIGON 
(AP)— 
South 


Vietnamese troops in eastern 
Cambodia and Laotian troops in 
their country advanced today 
in monsoon offensives aimed at 
disrupting enemy supply lines, 
and the US. Command reported 
a mortar attack against an 
American unit in South Viet- 
nam. 


The command said 10 mortar 


rounds fell into the positions of a 
unit of the 196th Brigade, about 
25 miles south of Da Nang. Some 
Americans were wounded but 
none were killed, it said. 


The 
Saigon 
command 


reported that its forces killed 79 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong troops in clashes Friday. 


DEMANDS AID PLANS 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Using 


the Nixon administration's $3.3 
billion foreign aid request as 
leverage, Sen. J.W. Fulbright 
has repeated his demand to see 
the Pentagon's latest military 
aid plans. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee, which Fulbright 
heads, voted 15 to 0 last week to 
hold up the aid bill until the 
Pentagon supplies it with the 
administration's latest five-year 
military aid plans. 


The committee also invoked a 


provision of the 1961 Foreign 
Assistance Act permitting it, 
after serving 35 days notice, to 
withhold funds already ap- 
propriated. 


LOCKOUT THREAT

Friday in a dispute over whether 
drivers who own and operate 
trucks must join the union.

to vote on the floor of the Senate, 
and soon returned. Looking 
rather sheepish, he announced: 


"I took a quick swing past the 


office and learned we have 
received a total of 10 letters on 
the president's upcoming trip to 
China."

sheepish, he added: 


"They were all 10 against it." 


U.S. Money Reserve Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP)- In a 


merry-go-round financial deal 
involving four other countries, 
the United States will lose 
almost one-thirteenth of its total 
international monetary reserves 
Monday. 


The 
billion-dollar 
deal, 


reflecting continuing weakness 
of the dollar overseas, will cut 
the Treasury's gold stock fur- 
ther and bring the nation's in- 
ternational reserve position to 
the lowest level since 1937. 


At the end of June, U.S. in- 


ternational reserve assets, 
including $10.5 billion in gold, 
totaled about $13 5 billion. On 
Monday, it will drop to $12.5 
billion. 


That's when the Treasury will 


draw the equivalent of $862 
million from the International 
Monetary Fund in Belgian 
francs and Dutch guilders The 
U S debt to the IMF will have to 
be repaid somehow. 


The Treasury will exchange 


the francs and guilders for

Western Yellow 
Army Worm Threat 


To Tehama Fields 


A severe infestation of the 


western 
yellow striped 
ar- 


myworm is threatening alfalfa 
growers in Tehama 
County, 


according to Farm Advisor Bill 
Richardson. 
He 
listed 
in- 


formation, which he considers of 
interest to these growers: 


The western yellow striped 


armyworm is a cyclic pest; 
damaging 
outbreaks 
usually 


occur about every five to seven 
years. This appears to be an 
outbreak 
year. 
Damaging 


populations are 
common in 


alfalfa hay fields of Kern and 
Tulare counties and the pest 
seems to be moving northward. 
Populations are building up in 
the southern part of Tehama 
County along the river and 
spreading away from the river 
and north. 


The female of the western 


yellow striped armyworm lays 
her eggs in batches on the leaves 
of the alfalfa plant. The young 
larvae remain near the egg 
laying site where their feeding 
results in skeletonized leaves 
showing up as a small circular 
gray area in the field. Older 
larvae not only move about 
when iliere is still sufficient food 
but when the alfalfa is cut, they 
may move out of the field to 
other nearby crops

DAVIS — Scientists from the 


National 
Animal 
Disease 


Laboratory at Ames, Iowa, have 
found out something new about 
microbes in the stomachs of 
ruminating animals. 


Cattle, sheep, and other 


ruminating animals rely heavily 
on microbes to digest their food. 
Hay and grains are broken down 
into absorbable nutrients by 
both bacteria and protozoa in 
the rumen, a special com- 
partment of their complex 
stomach. 


The scientists have detected 


more than 125 different bac- 
teriophages (bacterial viruses) 
in rumen of normal cattle and 
sheep. These organisms were 
discovered with the aid of an 
electron microscope. 


Reporting to the 63rd annual 


meeting of the American Society 
of Animal Science held at the 
University of California, Davis, 
California, NADL scientists A. 
E. Ritchie, I. M. Robinson and 
M. J. Allison noted that fewer 
than 20 of these bacteriophages 
had been observed previously by 
other research groups. 


Surprisingly, the viruses are 


more numerous than rumen 
bacteria in animals on a normal 
diet. Rumen contents usually 
contain between 300 billion and 
1,400 billion bacterial cells per 
ounce. Many of the 
bac- 


teriophages look like minute 
tadpoles while others have 
various shapes. In size, they 
range from ^bout l-30,000th to 1- 
750,000th of an inch. 


No one knows just why these

Discoveries fn 
Almond Bud 
Failure To/d 


MANHATTAN, Kansas — Bud 


failure in almonds, an in- 
creasing problem in California 
as almond plantings move 
further south into warmer 
portions of the Central Valley, is 
correlated 
with 
hormone 


buildups during the previous 
summer, say University of 
California scientists. 


Work on the problem has been 


done by Rachid Hellali, a 
graduate student, and Dale E. 
Kester 
and 
Kay 
Ryugo, 


professors in the Department of 
Pomology. Results of their study 
were reported here by Hellali to 
the annual meeting of the 
American Society for Hor- 
ticultural Science. 


Non-infectious bud failure, in 


which the buds form but die on 
the stem during the summer 
growth 
period, 
has 
been 


suspected by pomologists to be 
temperature-related, Hellali 
said. Research now traces bud 
failure induction to periods of 
high temperature, 
associated 


with buildup of tree hormone 
levels. Although not specifically 
identified, it is believed the 
hormones involved are gib- 
berellic acid and abscisic acid. 


Hellali said almond trees 


planted in warm areas showed 
high levels of bud failure. Those 
grown in cool areas showed little 
or none. 


Sfiorf -Scrofum 
Calves Yield 
More Meat 


DAVIS, 
CALIF.— 
Short- 


scrotum calves yielded more 
and leaner meat than steers in a 
•recent study reported this week 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Animal 
Science at Davis. 


Dr. Earl 
Ray, 
associate 


professor of animal science at 
New Mexico State University, 
said the testicles of the calves 
had been pushed up against the 
body and held there by an 
elastrator band, thus increasing 
the temperature of the testicle 
and causing sterility without 
loss of the 
male hormone 


testosterone. As a result, the 
calves grew faster and yielded 
five per cent more salable meat 
than bulls, although they didn't 
grade as high as steers. 


Consumers rated retail cuts 


from short-scrotum carcasses 
higher than those from steers 
for over-all acceptability.

Resources, said in an interview 
Friday that a method must be 
found to dispose of saline waste 
water. But, he added, disposal 
methods must help maintain 
water quality and agricultural 


productivity 
while 
still 


protecting the environment. 


A high water table causes poor 


sub-surface drainage on the 
fertile west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley, he explained. 
The problem is complicated by 
increasing irrigation to boost 
crop productivity. 


The water doesn't drain off 


after irrigation, Glanden said, 
but rises to the root level of 
plants along with harmful salts 
it has collected and dissolved, 
thus "souring" the roots. 


Farmers have countered the 


problem by installing un- 
derground drainage tiles on 
some 34,000 acres, Glanden said. 


The agricultural waste water is 
pumped out of the drainage 
systems, but disposing of it in 
ever-increasing amounts poses 
more problems. 


Scientists at UCLA built the 


test unit operating here to 
determine if the salts can be 
filtered out economically, he 
said. The center pumps waste 
water from a rice field underlaid 
with tile drains under 600 pounds 
pressure 
into the 
testing 


laboratory. 


The system is a series of 24 


one-inch diameter, ten-foot 
metal tubes joined end-to-end. 
The tubes are 
filled with 


cellulose acetate, a plastic 
material that Glanden said 


resembles camera film except 
"it's a bit more pliable." 


The high pressure and reverse 


osmosis separate the salts out on 
one side of the membrane, 
leaving purified water that 
hopefully can be re-used for 
irrigation. 


"We're not sure what levels 


we can reach," Glanden said of 
the process, and researchers 
aren't sure of the economic 
feasibility. But they hope to find 
answers during the two-year 
study program which began this 
month. 


Cleaning up the agricultural 


waste water is one factor in the 
battle over construction of the 
proposed San Luis Drain. It 


would carry the water to the 
Delta area, where it would flow 
to the San Francisco Bay. Op- 
ponents claim the high salt 
content of the agricultural waste 
water would lower the quality of 
Delta water.

State University researcher told 
the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Animal 
Science here today. 


The researcher, Dr. Earl Ray, 


associate professor of animal 
science, also pointed out that fat 
trim and fat thickness were 
highly heritable traits in lambs. 


Dr. Ray conducted his study 


on 589 lambs from 94 different 
sires. 


Carcass traits — amount of 


retail meat, retail meat per day 
of age, and size of loin eye — 
were more heritable than live 
traits, Dr. Ray said. There was a 
positive relation between fat 
trim and fat thickness and a 
negative relation between those 
traits and retail meat per day of 
age. 


Sows Successfully

Seven sows inseminated with 


frozen semen gave birth to 60 
piglets, a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
physiologist

In the past, the swine industry 


could not benefit from the use of 
articificial insemination 
(AI) 


because boar semen loses its 
fertilizing capacity very soon 
after collection. The use of this 
new procedure in conjunction 
with AI will increase the rate at 
which genetically superior sires 
can be used to produce pigs with 
more lean meat and less fat.

Beef Inspection programs will 
be even more thorough than in 
the past, now that the nationally 
uniform U. S. Department of 
Agriculture standards for the 
inspection of beef are in effect, 
according to George Strathearn, 
manager of the California Beef 
Council. 


The new standards went into 


effect this week. 


Strathearn said "Every effort 


should be made by all segments 
of the Beef Cattle Industry to 
cooperate with federal and state 
programs insuring maximum 
cleanliness and wholesomeness 


of beef products for the con- 
sumer." 


He emphasized that according 


to U.S.D.A. officials, many 
plants will be able to adapt their 
own existing quality-control 
programs 
to this inspection 


program, 
under 
U.S.D.A. 


guidance. 


The inspection 
program, 


developed by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture over a four- 
year period, will be mandatory 
in all Federally inspected 
plants. Plant 
operators and 


inspectors will have specific 
criteria on the avoidance of any 
possible contamination to beef 


under provisions of the new 
program, and definite standards 
for acceptance or rejection will 
be based on the nationally 
uniform statistical sampling 
procedures d^vplnned for the 
program.

All beef must pass this in- 


spection before shipment to 
processing plants or retail 
outlets. 


"All of us in the beef industry 


want the consumer to know he 
can have confidence that the 
beef he buys is absolutely 
wholesome. 
This 
program 


should help to give him that 
assurance," Strathearn said. 


Don'f Discount The Hereford Cow 


DAVIS— Under hardscrabble 


western range conditions, don't 
discount the Hereford cow. 


Dr. D.D. McGinty, University 


of Arizona animal scientist, 
made that plain at the sixty- 
third annual meeting of the 
American Society of Animal 
Science here. He told scientists 
attending that inclusion of dairy 
blood in a beef crossbreeding 
program may initially result in 
a dramatic increase in milk flow 
and size of weaner caif. 


"We crossed a dairy breed, 


Brown Swiss, on Hereford cows 
and mated the crossbred heifers 
to Red Angus," the Arizona 


scientist related. "The steer 
calves, due to increased milk 
flow from the Brown Swiss- 
Hereford cows, averaged 575 
Ibs. at 205-day weaning. 


Meantime, 
Angus-Hereford 


steer calves that nursed straight 
Hereford cows averaged 520 
Ibs., a difference of 55 Ibs. At 
first glance you'd say that a 
dairy-beef cross is the only way 
to go," Dr. McGinty said. 


Then, he pointed out that 


breeding back the two-year-old 
heifers proved a stumbling 
block with the dairy cross: 63 
per cent conception vs. 95 per 
cent for the straight Herefords. 


"When you pencil this out and 
find that the second calf turnoff 
per Brown Swiss-Hereford cow 
would average about 362 Ibs. vs. 
494 
Ibs. 
for 
the 
straight 


Herefords, it is a new ball 
game," the scientist said. 


Dr. McGinty allowed that 


inclusion of the dairy blood 
might be practical under lush, 
irrigated pasture 
conditions. 


"But it takes lots of feed to 
maintain that extra milk flow 
under range conditions," he 
pointed out. 


The 
Hereford 
breed 
is 


frequently criticized for its lack 
of milking ability. 


DAVIS — Raising dairy 


heifers on feed 
containing 


cornmeal and dehydrated dairy 
cattle manure may be a future 
step in utilizing available 
nutrients in waste products, a U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
scientist told an audience at the 
American Society of Animal 
Science meeting here. 


Because of the high cost of 


drying the manure and its low 
digestibility, this procedure for 
feeding heifers is not yet 
practical. However, 
future 


research may result in better 
methods of processing which 
may lead to greater utilization 
in manure by livestock, 
an 


experiment reported here in- 
dicates. 


Drs. Lewis W. Smith and 


Chester H. Gordon of the 
USDA's Agricultural Research 
Service, Beltsville, Md., fed 15 
Holstein heifers on a mixture of 
cornmeal, dehydrated dairy 
cattle 
manure, 
and 
sup- 


plemental urea. The heifers 
were divided into three groups 
receiving rations containing 1:1, 
1:2, and 1:3 cornmeal: manure 
respectively. 


The complete pelleted rations 


were fed for 90 days ad libitum. 


Bloating occurred in all 


heifers after 2 months on these 
rations, but it was relieved by 
feeding 115 grams of long alfalfa 
per day to the hiefers.

Quie f History Near The Jelly's Ferry 


When H. L. Haakonson came to California in 1895 it was with 


the idea of panning for gold. 


Instead he looked at the land around what is known as Jelly's 


Ferry and decided instead to become an orchardist. 


He moved into an 1856 home built by Andrew Jelly, and sub- 


divided the area to his relatives. 


The land was good to them, and although in 1971 only five 


families live where 11 once farmed, it was natural progress, not 
bard times, that reduced the number. 


According to local residents, little has changed except for the 


advent of roads, and the land along the Sacramento is pleasant 
today, as it was when Haakonson's little group came to homestead. 


DID ITS JOB — From the century's turn, the wooden Jelly schoolhouse was the seat of learning 
for children of the Saron Fruit Colony originated by the Haakonson settlers. But by 1940 the at- 
tendance roll had dropped from a onetime figure of 25 to sometimes less than five. Soon after this 
date local youngsters were taken into the Bend school district.

~ As for the monetary question I could say, and justifiably so, that 
this money is WELL EARNED in this Red Bluff League. To ex- 
plain, let met start at the beginning. 


Softball is the fastest moving of all Diamond sports. The umpire 


must be alert at all times. He has many things to think about and 
be prepared for. It is really a very physical and mental job. 


The umpire has enough to do without taking a lot of guff from 


the players and spectators. A certain amount is to be expected. But 
in this league it is one continual brawl. 


Questioning this, questioning that. 
They don't know when to stop. During one game a player yelled, 


"Hey ump, you never give us pnything. You ought to play softball 
sometime." 


Now I never realized the umpire was supposed to "give" anyone 


anything, and one could never umpire softball if they had never 
played it. I wanted to retort, "You should umpire softball 
sometime." 


But umpires don't have the time to get into verbal nastiness with 


players, managers, spectators, etc. I've seen one pitcher who 
threw his mitt down in a tantrum because he didn't like the calling 
of balls and strikes. 


It is this type of childishness that goes on most every night. 


Sometimes I found it rather funny while on the ball field, but off I 
think it is sad 


Umpires have the authority to boot a player out of a game and 


many times we should but don't. Yes, we hesitate to kick them out 
because it shouldn't be needed. This immaturity on the ball field 
will not be cured by booting them out. 


Some of the players I know personally and many I do not. Mostly 


they are good, mild-mannered people. But once on the ball field 
many are like children. 


And they wonder why the umpires from past years won't call 


their games anymore Many of these past umpires are certified in 
refereeing and umpiring organizations. 


I feel that softball in Red Bluff has reached the crossroads in that 


they do need a new ball field and their beer concession. But the 
brand of ball won't change until the attitude changes totally to 
having fun, matching skills and ingenuity, accepting defeat as no 
one's fault or mistake but their own, and the desire to improve
